I suppose the time
that elapsed from the time I left the
cabin until I returned was about two
winutes, when a orash came and the
hurricane roof ocaved in, dashing bar-
rels, wagons, pluws, and numerous other
articles, to the boiler-deck, where every-
bode had roshed whe counld get ant of
their atate-rooms. I was thrown against
the smoke stack, but by great exertions
managed to extricate myself, and com-
menced climbing boxes and barrels, and
was twice pulled back by the hair, and
the third attempt I made some one
cuught me by the feet, and in the strog-
gle to save themselves pulled my shoes
off. TFinslly, I monaged to gain the
burricane deck, There I saw no earthly
c¢hance of escape, ns the roof was by this
time crowded, and every one seeking
something on which to fiont. The boat
was by this time under water, nothing
remnining out but the hurricane roof
and pilot-house. I cannot give a de-
seription of the sight at that moment,
for my blood runs coid when I think of
it. The wreck was still floating down
the river, and we did not know what
mowment she would sink. Women were
acreanming for their busbands, and chil-
dren for their parents. Junt 28 we
thought all hopes were past, we saw the
lights of a boat comiug up the river, and
every oue that could shouted for ussist-
ance, James Vandervoorst, assistunt
pilot, lit o pieco of paper, and showed 1t
a8 signal of distress. In about fifteen
minutes she made fast to the wreck,
when all thut were able got on board the
Seminole. ILverything was done by the
captain, crew nnd passengers of the Se-
minole that could be done to extricate
the dead and wounded. A nephew of
Captain Poe, the commander of the Nick
Wall, while endeavoring to escape from
beneath the falling bales and boxes, was
orushed, and finally fell into the river
and drowned. A gentleman, with his
wife, daughter and son-in-law—the two
.a8t named only married a few days—aure
smong the dead. They intended to get
off abont one mile below.

CumurATive VoriNng IN ENGLAND. —
The new school boards were elected in
London on the 29th ult., in accoidance
with the terms of the education Act, and
the London papers give a good desl of
space to the proceedings, it being the
fireg ciection ever held by belloi ther,
The election was for the choice of {orty-
eight members to compose the school
board of Liondon under the new educa-
tion luw; aod, as at the eleotion nnder
the same law nt Maochester the week
before, every rate-payer of either sex
was entitled to vote, and each voter had
a3 many votes as there were members to
be chosen in his or her district. The
womeu rale-payers voted in coneiderable
numbers, vspecially in three districts
containing lady candidutes. By the sys-
tem of cumulative voting adopted, the
minority had a chueuce to elect several
candidates, and the result was the
choice of several Catholics and a fow
ladics. As we bave stated, each voter
had as many votes as thers were seats to
be filled, being at liberty to coucentrate
all his votes on one candidate, or to dis-
tribute tliem as he pleased. In Man-
chester there were fifteen members of
the schoul board to be elected, nnd each
voter bad fift:en votes ut his disposnl,
IPorty-four eandidates went to the polls,
and over 300,000 votes were given by
26,513 voters. Manchester is fumous for
two thinga—first, the fervor of its ’ro-
testuntism; second, the number, organi-
zution and strength of 1ts  working
elnsses.  Buat at this election tho two
Catliolics were brought in at the head of
the poll, one of them receiving nearly
20,000 more voles than any Protestant
candidate, and no workivg class candi-
date, of whom there wero seven, being
elected at all, the highest vote any of
them reecived being 3,804, while one of
them got ounly 165. Tho 90,8068 votes
given to tho two Catholic candidates
were polled by about 7,000 voters, who
cither “*plumped” for the reverend gen-
tieman who hends the list, or split theinr
voles between him and the lawyer who
is next to bim in strength.

interested in'"'—and he'll appear! And
the latter case is of the very commonest
oceurrence, unless, indeed, the dinner is

Yet, after the lapse of weeks, or esen
mouths, snddenly we meeb that very
person, a8 if the thonght or memory ot
him, or her, had ouly oceurred the
miunie before. This i one of Lthe many
cuses in which the internal of lime gues
for nothing snd umounts to nothing,
which, -onsidered with referecuce to
denth, is st least cousoling.

These things muy all be regarded as
fair and reasoounble evidences that some
mysterious nnd most intricate and sub-
tle eurrents, or finids, or electrie lines,
or “‘bruin waves''—us the writer of the
profonudly ioteresling paper, entitled
“Dreams,”" might suggest—pervades the
whole meutul and sentieot world, as it
obvionsly does that of the physical
world, sv fur as we at present kuow it.
